Sales  from  TORS/Export  Briefs.  Spot  checks  by  the  agricultural  attaches  in 
1979  for  792  or  about  35  percent  of  the  trade  leads  processed  thorugh  the 
TORS/Export  Briefs  programs  disclosed  84  sales  totaling  $41,825,035.  Many 
of  these  were  initial  sales  for  which  repeat  orders  are  anticipated. 

Chicken  was  the  largest  single  product  item  at  $8,250,000  followed  by 

supermarket  products  at  $7,115,000  and  seafoods  at  $5,298,700.  The  leading 

countries  were  Japan  with  23  purchases  reported,  England  17,  Belgium  7  and 
Germany  5. 

Japan  eliminates  PCB  certification  requirements.  The  Japanese  Ministry  of 
Health  and  Welfare  (MHW)  has  eliminated  PCB  certification  requirements  for 
all  U.S.  pork  and  poultry  meat  and  offals,  and  egg  products  exported  to 
Japan.  On  February  5  the  MHW  began  notifying  Japanese  port  inspectors  that 
PCB  certifications  will  no  longer  be  required.
